A portion of the Raven Gl5j 
Forest Preserves, formerly Timbt 
-Lake Campgrounds, opens for pub- 
lic use on July 11. • 

Initially, the preserve will offer a 
one-half mile mowed grass hiking 
trail, two small picnic areas with pic- 
nic tables and fishing access to the 
45-acre Pollack Lake. Neither drink- 
ing .water, nor restrooms are avail- 
able at this time. 

"There is. a fenced off portion 
.where" the campers used to be," said 
Mike Tully, director of operations for 
the Lake County Forest Preserve 
District. "We!re cleaning that up and 
making it safe and moving the fence 
back as we go so the public can use 
that portion." 

Tully said the use of the pre- 
serve, as it is, is temporary until- a 
master plan is developed and imple- 
mented. Tbie temporary parking and 



trails will close in the future when 
plans are approved and construc- 
tion of permanent facilities begins. 

"A concept plan is done, but it's 
pretty preliminary and nothing has 
been brought before the board (of 
commissioners of the Lake County 
Forest Preserves)," he said. 

Work is currently, underway on a 
joint mast plan for Raven Glen and 
Ethel's Woods preserves. Raven 
Glen is located to the west of Route 
45 and Ethel's Woods to the east. 

Together, the two preserves cre- 
ate 1,018 acres made up open fields, 
wetlands, lakes and woodlands. 
Planners will solicit public input 
about draft versions of the master 
plan after the board reviews options. 

Bonnie Thomson Carter, presi- 
dent of. the Lake County Forest, 
Preserves, said, "We're delighted 
that people will be able to begin to 
enjoying this new forest preserve."

Township fights mosquitoes 
with larvicidal 'dunks'

Lake Villa Township has made a commit- 
ment to fighting mosquitoes without the use 
of adulticide fogging. By the end of this 
month, the township will have' made its sec- 
ond application of larvccidal "dunks" — 
doughnut-shaped cakes of BT1, an engineered 
bacteria that destroys mosquito larvae before 
they can hatch and reproduce. 

The dunks are harmless to humans, ani- 
mals, birds and fish. They also do not affect 
beneficial insects, such as dragonflies and 
mayflies. Township officials initially autho- 
rized a $2,000 expenditure to purchase die 
dunks, which are placed in standing water 
such as culverts and ditches. 

"We covered everything except West 
Miltmore," said Township supervisor Dan 
Venturi. He said the town would spend anoth- 
er $3,000 to complete the first pass, and to 
allow for a second pass. 

"I'd estimated we'd need about 1,500 



dunks (at $1 each) to cover the township," 
Venturi said. "We probably need about 2,500." 

In the first application, about 700 dunks 
were placed in Lindenhurst, 500 in Lake Villa 
and about 800 in the unincorporated areas, all 
at township expense. 

According to Venturi, the township relied 
on public works directors in the villages as 
well as ttte township road district to determine 
the mosy effective places to hit. 

. "We^expect to do a second application 
around \*ie third week in July," Venturi said. 

Mosquito breeding Is most pronounced 
where tftere is standing water away from nat- 
ural preyatbrs. Wetlands are not as significant 
a threat because of the presence of mosquito 
eaters such as dragonflies and frogs. 

Township residents are encouraged to 
help control mosquitoes by emptying water 
from rain barrels, old tires -and birdbaths. 
Children's wading pools should be emptied 
every few days. Gutters should be checked 
after heavy rains to be sure no debris is pre- 
venting proper drainage.

Jail chief quits 

Sheriff asks for ' "~ 

resignation after 
coming under fire

The July 9 resignation of Lake 
County Jail Director Charles DeFilippo, 
stemming from allegations of inappro- 
priate sexual behavior, drew fire from 
"2002 sheriff's candidate Chuck Pagan 
on the running of the jail, and a sharp 
rebuttal from Sheriff Gary Del Re. 

DeFilippo, 44, became Director of 
Corrections in April 2000, after 18 1/2

Del Re said he had reviewed copies oy Sandy Bressner 
of personal emails the jail director had allegedly exchanged with a 27-year-old 
woman in Zion, within the last week. 

The woman had shown authorities the email, and the Lake County State's 
Attorney's office reviewed possible charges, but found no evidence of criminal 
behavior, said Del Re. 

The woman's complaint alleged that DeFilippo had engaged in unacceptable 
and inappropriate language of a sexual nature via the Internet. An investigation into 
the allegations by the Zion Police Department indicated that there had been no 
inappropriate conduct Involving juveniles. 

The Zion Investigation also established that no physical contact of any kind 
occurred, but that contact was restricted to the consensual use of an Internet chat 
room. 

Del Re told Lakeland Newspapers on Wednesday that although there was no 
basis for criminal charges, DeFilippo was asked to step down "because of the nature 
j and tone of the conversation on the Internet. I could no longer keep (DeFilippo) in 
that capacity as director." 

• Del Re said he asked for DeFilippo's resignation solely on the basis of the inci- 
dent with the woman, and not because of accumulated infractions by DeFilippo, 
including a "mismanaged" jail death in early 2002, as Fagan suggested this week. .

The number of people 
infected with salmonellosis at 
the Vernon Hills Chili's Bar 
and Grill is on the rise with 
over 120 patrons still report- 
ing symptoms and 64 con- 
firmed cases.

closed voluntarily since July 1.

Preliminary results of me 
epidemiological study report- 
ed the disease didn't point to 
food but rather one employee 
with the lack of hand washing 
who had the disease and con- :

Piotrowski said. 

"Upon receiving the first 
report on June 30, we began 
an investigation to contain 
this outbreak," said health 
department Executive 

Director Dale Galassie. "We 
believe there are individuals 
who are unaware they are 
infected who could spread the 
disease, and continue to suf- 
fer without proper medical 
attention/^ >i\v^''*;' 'Or 



Health officials ask those 
who have eaten at Chili's, 567

developed diarrhea, fever 
and/or stomach cramps, to 
see a physician and wash their 
hands to prevent spreading 
the illness. 

Salmonellosis is spread 
by eating contaminated food 
or by contact with an infected 
person who failed to wash 
hands after using . the 
restroom. 



"Chili's began working

Governor Rod 

Blagojevich took time to read 
a book to schoolchildren in 
Deerfield on Wednesday, after 
signing a bill he said will 
make their futures a .little 
brighter. . 

The bill will pour millions 
into state schooldistricts/ 

Blagojevich,. local legisla- 
tors, and school-officials gath : 
ered at Alan B, Shepard junior 
High in Deerfield where the 
governor signed an education 
bill that* will increase educa- 
tion funding' by $384.5 mil- 
lion this year. 

The spending plan 
increases the amount of fund- 



ing each district receives per 
pupil by $250 to $4,810, adds 
$30 million to state funds 
spent on early childhood edu- 
cation and allocates $500 mil- 
lion for school construction 
and renovation projects. 

A new teacher scholar- 
ship program will also be cre- 
ated to attract hew teachers 
to areas where educators are 
not properly trained, . or 
where .there are teacher 
shortages, Blagojevich said. 

Suburban schools will 
also be fully reimbursed for 
special education costs and 
transportation for students 
with special needs under the 
new school-funding plan. 

As state officials grapple

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with aS5 billion budget deficit, spending had to 
be scrutinized, said State Senator Susan Garrett 
(D- Like Forest), one of the bill's major propo- 
nents. Garrett said funds should be prioritized— 
and education was a top concern. 

"This was the most challenging budget 
process ever, but we fulfilled our commitment 
to our children by passing a school funding 
package that benefits every school in the state," 
she said. "When we have to choose between the 
likes of a lack Benny statue or books in the class- 
room, we made the right choice." 

Legislators were able to find more money to 
spend on education by closing corporate tax 
loopholes, increasing taxes on casinos and cut- 
ting $1.3 billion in government spending, 
Blagojevich said. 

Although Blagojevich said state officials are 
"far from out of the woods" on balancing the 
entire state, budget, he said finding additional 
funding for schools sets a precedent that should 
be followed— providing the same services with 
fewer resources. 

"We've had to make some very difficult 
decisions about how to cut back spending and 
instill fiscal discipline." 'Blagojevich said. "We 
worked hard and crafted a plan that gives 
schools the biggest funding boost they've seen 
in many years. We not only balanced our bud- 
get, but we found $400 million in new money." 
More state funding will allow school districts to 
spend more of their budgets on hiring more 
teachers or purchasing more schoolbooks, 
which will "give our children tho learning envi- 
ronment they deserve," Blagojevich said. 

The increase in funding will pour $1.3 mil- 
lion into the budgets of Deerfield -area schools, 
Blagojevich said. 

Blagojevich waved to a group of third-grade 
Deerfield students Wednesday as they waited 
Tor him to read them "Casey at the Bat." He said 
the extra school funding will provide the stu- 
dents, and others throughout the state, a jump- 
start on their future. 

"We invested the taxpayers' money— your 
rhoney— where it belongs," he said. "As a result, 
die children here in Deerfield and across the 
state will benefit today and far into the future." 



Pagan said that "my problem with Chuck 
(DcFilippo) is that when they arrested a guy 
for using a controlled substance, they had him 
in a holding cell for over 30 hours and he 
ingested cocaine while there that he either 
had on him, or got after being booked, 

"The coroner (Barbara Richardson) said 
the most feasible cause of death was cocaine 
toxicity, but Del Red said it was a heart attack." 

To which Del Re replied that Fagan is "not 
aware of how we have modified our handling 
of deaths in the jail. And (DeFilippo's ouster) 
is based solely on the incident (with the Zion 
woman) and not any buildup of issues that 
Fagan may have thought occurred." 

Fagan, who retired from the Sheriffs 
Department at the rank of lieutenant, after 
many years as a top detective, unsuccessfully 
challenged Del Re in the November 2002 gen- 
eral election. Patrick Firman, deputy director 
under DeFilippo, has been named interim 
director.

Work underway at savanna 



Work to complete over seven miles of trail 
for hiking, biking and snowmobiling and cre- 
ate new public access areas began at Rollins 
Savanna Forest Preserves near Grayslake on 
July 7. The temporary parking lot and mowed- 
grass trail will close during construction. 

Improvements include an entrance drive 
off Washington Street across from Atkinson 
Road with an 80-car parking lot, access to 5.7 
miles of gravel trail, and a bridge crossing over 
Mill Creek. 

Secondary Preserve access and a 40-car 
parking area will be available on Drury.Lane 
along with access to one-and-a-half miles of 
additional gravel trail, which will be part of the 
planned Millennium Trail. 



Rollins Savanna is the second largest for- 
est preserve in the county at 1,225 acres. 

Restoration efforts for the Preserve's oak 
woodland, savanna, prairie and wetland com- 
munities are part of a massive on-going habi- 
tat restoration and preservation project. 

It is the largest restoration effort ever 
undertaken by the Lake County Forest 
Preserves. 

Other improvements include building 
restrooms and a native seed nursery with a 
greenhouse, installing trailside nature educa- 
tion exhibits and observation blinds; and 
establishing Rollins Savanna as an ecological 
research site and outdoor classroom for local 
universities, schools, and other organizations.

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Federal bucks boost watershed 
plan for stormwater group

Watershed planners continue on task, 
.with some help for the area from a congres- 
sional appropriation. 

Lake County Stormwater Management 
Commission (SMC) will" use the $1.27 million 
investment for sub-watershed activities in the 
Fox River and Like Michigan watersheds. 

The funding is from the U.S. Department 
of AgriculturcrNamral Resources 

Conservation Service watershed program, 
tlirough the efforts of U.S. Senator Dick 
Durbin (D.. III.), Rep. Phil Crane (R- 
Wauconda) and Rep. Mark Kirk (R-Great 
Lakes). 

The appropriation will enhance current 
watershed planning efforts in the Fish. Lake 
Drain and Eagle Creek sub-watersheds. The 
majority of the funding will go toward updat- 
ing floodplain mapping to complement the 
floodplain study, officials said. 

Lake County Hoard Member Bonnie 
Thomson Carter (H-lngleside) was pleased 
with the grant to the SMC. 

"The Fish Lake Drain committee has been 
meeting for about a year. The villages who 
have participated, townships and unincorpo- 
rated areas have had a great deal of input. This 
will help to implement the goals," Carter said. 

The Fish Lake Drain and Eagle Creek are 
part of the Squaw Creek sub-watershed, one of 
the largest of 26, Carter said. 

Once the Lake County Board approves 
goals, individual towns will be asked to 
approve them. 

The SMC announced that comprehensive 
watershed plans are earmarked for the Kellogg 
Creek and the Dead River-Bull Creek sub- 
watersheds in the Lake Michigan watershed. 
Watershed planning efforts include stake-hold' 
er outreach, a floodplain study and remap- 
ping, flood damage assessment, stream inven- 
tory, water quality and natural areas assess- 
ment, and formulation of, action plans for 
,,watershed management, . . ;i .: 

"Through the efforts of our elected offi- 



cials we can begin assessing our needs 
through those living in the watershed and 
come up with management plans that arc cit- 
izen based and citizen acceptable," said Ward 
Miller, SMC executive director. 

A key ingredient to the SMC's watershed 
planning process is flood damage assessment, 
including historically flood-prone areas. 

Assessment would entail collecting avail- 
able data from the municipalities, townships, 
and individual residents to identify flood 
prone areas. Updated floodplain mapping 
would identify additional flood problem areas. 
Collecting site-specific survey data for the 
problem area that appears to have had the 
most severe flooding issues permits the devel- 
opment of possible solutions for the flooding 
problems. 

All four sub-watershed areas have -been 
determined to be "high priority" to the SMC 
because of their development potential and 
existing and potential flooding and water 
quality problems. 

A watershed plan is developed to provide 
direction and target resources for better man- 
agement and restoration of the watershed, the 
SMC stated. 

The goals of watershed management are 
-to improve water quality, to reduce flood dam- 
age, to protect natural resources in a water- 
shed, and to prevent existing watershed prob- 
lems from worsening as a result of future land 
development. 

Updating information in a watershed plan 
is important, according to the SMC, because it 
provides guidance for activities such as zon- 
ing, transportation considerations, land 
acquisition, open space preservation and 
restoration. 

Each of the 26 sub-watershed areas may 
have its own standards. Lake Michigan water- 
shed has a system of bluffs and ravines, as 
opposed to the flat and linear Chicago River.

Peterson, Geo-Karis set to 
serve on Veterans Task Force 

Stale senators Bill Peterson (R-Long 
Grove) and Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) have 
been named to a panel of state senators inves- 
tigating the needs of veterans returning home 
from Iraq and recent layoffs at the Illinois 
Department of Veterans Affairs. Senate 
Republican Leader Frank Watson (R- 
Greenville) appointed Peterson to the newly 
Formed Senate Republican Task Force on 
Veterans to research and develop legislation 
to meet those needs. 

Peterson served six years in the Army from 
1956 through 1962, two in Active Duty, two in 
Active Reserves, and two in the Standby 
Reserves.

Other members of the Task Force include 
Chairman Adeline Geo-Karis (R-ZionJ. Vice 
Chairman John 0. Jones (R-Mt. Vernon), and 
Senators Ray Sodcn (R-Wood Dale) and Todd 
Sieben (R-Genescoj. 

The Task Force will hold public hearings, 
take testimony, and design and complete 
research projects necessary to meet the 
changing needs of veterans taking into con- 
sideration the state's limited budget 
resources. 

It will also educate other members of the 
General Assembly on pertinent Veterans' 
issues. 

"The needs of veterans and their families are 
changing," said Geo-Karis. "Already 1 have 
received questions from constituents with 
family members in Iraq. As our soldiers start to 
return home, I anticipate* even more ques- 
tions. Given the slate's limited budget 
resources we will need to develop creative 
solutions to the issues facing the veterans of 
Operation Iraqi Freedom. That's why we're 
starting to review their concerns and research 
the issues now and see what can be done to 
help our veterans." 
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Find incubator 
for afifordability 
in new housing 

The long arm of the federal government is about to respond to a 
problem that has been perplexing Lake County political and 
business leaders for years, providing affordable housing for 
lower income families. 

Ironically, the breakthrough project will be located in Volo, the 
county's newest and smallest in population municipality. Invigorated 
with federal tax credits, a regional builder has gained approval for con- 
struction of 102 units of which 15 units will be set aside for affordable 
rents regarded as market ranging from $670 to SI ,060 per month. The 
units will be part of a 20 acre complex to be built near a Home Depot off 
Route 12. 

Volo Mayor Burnell Russell expressed some misgivings about the 
innovative project, but is giving his blessings as part of an aggressive 
growth strategy. Initially, the project will add an estimated 260 residents 
in one, two and three bedroom components. Volo's population current- 
ly is 280. 

There, have been three or four attempts in the last 15 years to enlist 
support foraffordable housing in Lake County. Geared for private invest- 
ment, efforts always ran into the same obstacle — defining affordability. 
In an era of rapid growth and development, the bar for housing costs has 
been escalating rapidly for years, Builders could achieve greater profits 
with mare expensive housing. Correspondingly, officialdom liked more 
costly homes for the increased real estate tax revenue. 

The Volo project is being guided by the Metropolitan Planning 
Council of Chicago, a non-profit organization long interested in match- 
ing housing with jobs under the theory that it is desirable to live near 
where you work. Perhaps with some administrative stretching, Volo was 
found to comply with the standard for being near a rich job pool. 

Roth business leaders and elected officials will be following the Volo 
project with keen interest because it is being regarded as a standard set- 
ter for future development. Driven by tax incentives, builders can be 
expected to take a fresh look at the market foraffordable housing. At the 
same time, local officials eager for growth without doubt will be induced 
to change their attitudes about alTordability. What is at stake is a new 
dimension for housing. Volo, which struck out on peaker generating 
plant production, could be the incubator for a surge of affordable hous- 
ing construction. 

Giving, taking 
personal freedom 

While the nation's attention is focused on landmark U.S. 
Supreme Court decisions including a strike down of 
sodomy laws that appear to strengthen personal privacy, a 
trend continues toward lessening of personal rights in- 
public places. 

That could be an interpretation of action taken by the Grayslake 
High School board of education to install HO closed-circuit television . 
cameras for the fall term. The school is acting under the guise of school \ 
security and public safety, but increasing surveillance of personal activi- 
ty, even in a public place like a school, can come under the heading of 
impinging personal rights. 

High school officials, to be sure, were quick to qualify their action by 
pointing out the surveillance cameras will not monitor privacy areas like 
washrooms. Still, 80 cameras add up to lot of surveillance in a school 
building even with more than 2,000 students. 

Elitist legal scholars are hailing the Supreme Court for giving credence 
to Constitutional protection to privacy as being. in tune with the times. 
Rut just the opposite seems to be the case when public safety is at issue. 
Under the pressure of enforcing gun and drug laws, Americans are giving 
up bits and pieces of their personal freedom— willingly. 

While citizens can expect greater freedom for sexual expression in the 
privacy of their homes, they continue to face further erosion of rights in 
public activity like random drug testing and search in the work place, and 
anti-smoking ordinances where they are employed and where they dine. 

School, particularly, is a place where society tolerates heightened vig- 
ilance of individual behavior. Police involvement in security and inspec- 
tion, though, still is questioned sometimes. Antioch High School officials 
last year challenged a police department initiative to check student lock- 
ers for drugs with the help of a drug sniffing dog, accusing police of "over- 
reaching." After protracted negotiations, a memorandum of understand- 
ing was written allowing periodic inspections. 

Antioch Police Chief Chuck Pagan, previously a high ranking officer in 
the Lake County Sheriffs office, pointed out that "locker sweeps" are 
common practice in local schools. AIsp common is policy permitting ran- 
dom drug testing of students involved in extra-curricular activity. 

While the public frequently is seen as ambivalent in attitudes toward 
freedom, public policy refiects the conflicting mood, adding to and tak- 
ing away personal freedom— at the same time.

While battling cancer early this 
year, Jerry continued writing his 
column, sharing his wry wit, offer- 
ing his perception of everyday life 
and thoughts about living among 
people treasured as friends and 
neighbors; He had a special knack 
for findjng quotes from famous 
personalities that fit the situation. 
The columns were better than ever 
despite the fact that treatments 
sapped his strength. Jerry's devo- 
tion to his family, this newspaper 
and his readers proved to be a sus- 
taining factor.

public, Jerry as a columnist avoided 
controversy and the sticky matters 
of life. No politics in Pfarr Comer.

Until I heard about the two Tampa, 
Florjda, Fox News reporters who 
were fired for their reluctance to 
falsify information about the wide- 
spread use of bovine growth hormone in . 
dairy cows, I never realized that consuming 
milk could present significant health risks. In . 
addition to not tasting the same as it did 
when I was a kid, the majority of the milk 
brands that line the supermarket shelves are 
no longer the way nature intended milk to be. 
That's because the milk now comes from 
cows injected with a genetically engineered 
growth hormone that forces cows to produce 
more milk. As a result, milk is chemically and 
nutritionally very different from natural milk. 
I got a big response from last week's col- 
umn about the Monsanto Company's recom- 
binant bovine growth hormone (rBGH) in 
their trade-named product, Posilac, a variant 
of a natural growth hormone produced by 
cows. This laboratory production, also known 
as recombinant bovine somatotropin or rBST 
that is sold to dairy farmers and injected into 
cows is very profitable because it increases 
milk output by about 10 percent. The prob- 
lem, according to many reports, is that it has- 
n't been proven safe for human consump- 
tion. This is in spite of the fact that the Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) insists that 
Posilac is indistinguishable from natural milk 
and safe to cows and consumers. 

What investigative journalists, Jane Akrc 
and her husband, Steve Wilson attempted to 
do was expose the fact that the manufactured 
bovine growth hormone makes cows sick. In 
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addition, the FDA approved it without ade- 
quate tests to show its effects on people. 
Monsanto has actually admitted to about 20 
veterinary health risks that are on its Posilac 
label. These include mastitis and udder 
inflammation. As a result, rBGH milk is cont- 
aminated with pus from the mastitis and the, 
antibiotics that are used to treat the mastitis. 
That doesn't sound very appetizing, does it? 

Other issues include the fact that rBGH 
milk contains high levels of a natural growth ' 
factor (IGF-1) that in excessive levels have 
been implicated as a major cause of breast, 
colon and prostate cancers. The chemically 
treated milk also contains a "GE" hormone 
that can be absorbed through the gut and 
induce adverse immunological effects. It 
makes one wonder how this unnatural 
growth hormone that is banned throughout 
Europe and unapproved in several other 
countries because of human health concerns 
can be approved for use in our country. 

In a story revealing the details of Jane 
Akre and her husband's firing from Fox 
News, and Akre's lawsuit against the network 
that followed, she states, "Only Monsanto 
really knows how many U.S. farmers are. 
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The lowest priced 
mammogram in Lake County, III.

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presently using rBGH, which is reportedly 
now injected into more than 30 percent of 
America's dairy herd. The company persis- 
tently refuses to release sales figures, but 
claims it has now become the largest-selling 
dairy drug in America. The chemical giant's 
secretive operations are part of what made 
the story of rBGH such a compelling one for 
me to explore as an investigative reporter." 
What followed, of. course, was the pressure 
put on Fox by Monsanto to not air the story, 
and the station's bowing to the political and 
. financial pressure of the threat of a lawsuit 
by Monsanto. 

As a columnist lucky enough to be writ- 
ing for an independent news medium. I have 
more freedom to reveal the researched facts 
that perhaps may result in more than a few 
of my readers changing their buying 
predilections. 

I have researched alternative sources for 
dairy products that are labeled organic 
and/or other companies who sell milk free of 
rBGH. Two popular brands that claim to be 
organicare Horizon and Stoney Field. 
Oberweis, with corporate headquarters in 
North Aurora, while not claiming to be 
organic, nevertheless, manufactures milk 
products only from rBGH free cows. 

I was privileged to talk to both Mark 
Vance, the Director of Marketing and Bob 
Renaut, President and CEO of the North 
Aurora based Oberweis Dairy Company. Mr. 
Vance reminded me when I told him how I 
prefer milk in a glass bottle, that the glass 
botde Was just part of the story. "It's what 
goes into the bottle that makes the differ- 
ence." When it dimes to injecting cows with 
rBGH, Vance stated, "It's.because "we and : 
many of our customers oppose the use of it, . 
we pay our farmers a premium not to use it." 

In addition, healthy and good tasting 
milk goes beyond the artificial growth hor- 
mone. There's the healthy and comfortable 
environment that the small family farms that 
work exclusively with Oberweis have. 
Averaging about 150 cows, a fraction of the 
milk factories that have as many as 3-5,000, 
Oberweis cows arc not hooked up to milking 
machines. Vance told me, "Happy cows give 
good milk." 
I like that! 

Mr. Renaut explained that while 
Oberweis doesn't claim to be organic only 
because their farmers cannot certify that 
they use organic feed 100 percent of the . 
time, "all other aspects of organic certifi- 
cation are being met by oUr producers". 
■ He told me that Oberweis milk contains 
a very low somatic cell count. Somatic 
cells are the "dead" cells present in milk 
and are a measure of the health of the 
cow. State law allows 750,000 SCC per . 
% ml in raw milk. "Our milk can only have 
% a maximum of 250,000 SCC per ml, and 
most of our producers are in the 100,000 
to 150,000 range. We pay our farmers a 
substantial premium to achieve low 
somatic cell counts." 

What makes good sense to me is that the 
lower the somatic cell count, the better the 
milk tastes. So without making my col- 
umn an advertisement for Oberweis, it 
is in my opinion that their milk tastes 
good, and their ice cream is. '.well, 
maybe you should try it. You may find a 
major difference in comparison to milk 
from a cow with mastitis as a result of 
being injected with growth hormone 
and then shot with antibiotics. 

Now, getting back to the two fired Fox 
Television reporters and the lawsUit filed by 
Jane Akre against the network, Akre was orig- 
inally awarded a settlement of $425,000. 
Then, on Feb, 14 of this year, Fox won their 
appeal. The jury verdict in favor of the jour- 
nalist was reversed. The Florida Appeals ■*' 
court ruled there is absolutely nothing illegal 
about lying, concealing or distorting infor- 
mation by a major press organization. 
Essentially, the ruling declares it was not 
against any law, rule, or regulation loriFox to 
deliberately lie, prevaricate or distort the 
facts about rBGH injected cows' milk on a 
television broadcast. Utterly amazing, isn't 
it?

HI Dr. Singer; 

Our daughter Is 3 years old and we 
are getting all kinds of flack from family 
and neighbors that she should be In day 
care or preschool by now. I am a stay at 
home mom and 1 don't want to put her 
In any of that until she Is 4 with the 
thought of Kindergarten at 5. Everyone 
is telling me that I am hurting her 
chances by making her wait and that 
she will be less developed than other 
kids if I wait until 4. 1 disagree and feel 
that she needs the family and home 
Influence longer. Which do you believe 
In more? S.S. 

Hi S.S., 

First I will say the required: it has to be 
every parent's own thought process and 
choice that is good for their child. You could 
consult 10 different experts who would tell 
you 10 different things. It still comes down to 
the parent's comfort level and intuition. With 
that said. I will tell you that my parents had 
me start preschool at 4. There was no day ■ 
care or preschool before that. I think I turned 
out fine. I hold a Doctorate and have gone 
pretty far in my life. Am I saying that holding 
kids from starling until they are 4 is what did 
that? Maybe, maybe not. I think that regard- 
less of when a child starts preschool, if that 
child has a lot of mental stimulation by those 
around him or her, that is truly the ticket.

There are pro's and con's to both sides. 
Staying home longer gives a child more influ- 
ence from family. You are the primary source 
of information, morals, values, etc. 
Sometimes I have heard parents say that they 
worry about who is influencing their child too 
young and what that will do. I also have con- 
cerns about that. On the other hand, children 
in daycare and preschool are getting the ben- 
efit of early socialization with other kids. It 
really just depends on what experience you 
want for your child. 

The other thing I am finding with tots of 
people lately, especially after September 1 1 th 
(and 1 feel it myself) is that many people are 
wanting to spend as much time possible with 
their kids, and competition and school has 
become less of a priority. This may sound 
strange coming from a person who trains kids 
to pay attention better for a healthy competi- 
tive edge, but I think the experience of life is 
to be cherished and doing well in school and 



work is only one aspect of anyone's life. Love 
and family and play and fun are also part of 
that experience and should be, Whether 
someone starts their child at 2 or at 4, they 
need to check their reasons, If it is out of 
necessity, that is fine. If it Is out of desire for 
socialization, that is fine. I get my biggest 
concern from those who do it early so their 
child can become the CEO of any company 
he or she wants because of the early start. I 
want my child to do well, but I am not inter- 
ested in her starting a treadmill early so she 
can take 1st place in the proverbial "rat race." 
If she takes 6th or 7th and is happy and 
relaxed, I will be happier. 

.Not all parents have the option of having 
their child stay home as long as they want. 
For those who have to put their child in earli- 
er than they want to, make sure you thor- 
oughly check the facility you are using and 
make sure that their philosophies are in the 
same camp yours are so you can be sure that 



the child is getting the messages you want 
him or her to get. 

Regarding skills, you can do lots of things 
together at home that will build her skills, so 
don't worry about that part. Just don't plop 
her down in front of the t.v. and expect that 
her skills will improve. That won't do it! 

Regarding socialization, neighborhood 
kids, cousins, parent-child play groups are all 
great and can provide lots of stimulation. 

I think that whichever way you do it, your 
child will not sustain any damage. If you are 
adamant about having your child stay home 
until 4, respectfully tell your friends to cool it. 
You do not need to explain yourself. It is your 
decision to make and it is not necessarily a 
bad decision. Always do what you think is 
right and you cannot lose!

'■;'^1 as Marine Days. Picnics, 
community pot-'lucks, a 
Jmm± . Marine Day Queen and 
aquatic events during these early years 
were all focused around the Fox River, 
near the old Pearl Street Bridge. The 
boat faces remembered fondly by many 
longtime residents were the central fea- 
ture erf early Marine Days. 

Years passed, and, by 1958, boat 
traffic on the Fox River became too 
heavy to allow boat racing. The name 
of the festival was changed to Fiesta 
Days, and games, picnics, music and 
an afternoon parade replaced the 
aquatic events. Fun festival, but it 
needed a refreshed vision, excitement 
and timely change. 

Thus began the Frank E. Low era, 
an era lasting for more than 20 years. 
Low was the inspiration behind the 
first Drum Corps Magic Show, featur- 
ing many drum corps from- all over • 
the country, but especially the 
beloved McHenry Viscounts. New 
activities were brought in and old 
activities were given new life during 
this time often called "the. turbulent 
'60s and 70s." The community owes 
much to this man, and later his sons, 
for keeping this festival alive during 
difficult times. 

The people involved in Fiesta Days 
have changed through the years. 
Events have been added, but one 
aspect of Fiesta Days remains the 
same. It draws the community togeth- 
er. High school class reunions are

planned around this celebration. 
Families, service groups and compa- 
nies gather to enjoy and participate in 
events, such as kid*s night, volleyball 
tournament, plywood boat challenge 
and the parade. Old. friends meet new 
friends, establishing and re-establish- 
ing important relationships. 

Fiesta Days in an essential ingredi-. 
ent of, what in the words of Frank E. 
Low, has "made McHenry a good 
place in which to live, work and 
play." The simple key to future Fiesta 
Days, says this visionary? lt*s simple. 
After the last band is finished, the 
concessions are gone and the parade 
is over, the. community says, "We all 
had a good time!"

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On Independence Day everyone's a winner at Wilmot 



Brian Krlstan of Beach Park captured his 
second straight winged outlaw sprint car fea- 
ture to highlight the Independence Day 
Weekend Spectacular at Local Motion 
Entertainment's Wilmot Speedway one-third 
mile clay oval. Meanwhile Nick Simons of 
Genoa City scored a hotly contested victory in 
the 20-lap IMCA modified feature and South 
Beloit's William Grolean won his first feature 
ever as he drove his El Camino to victory in the 
IO-lap hobby stock main event. 

Tom Brown of Wonder Lake also scored 
his first ever mini-sprint feature, while Beach 
Park's Doug Juhrend posted a historic victory 
in the debut of the new Basic international 
Cars(BIC) 4-cylindcr class feature. 

^ "This is where I grew up and learned 
aBout racing. This is my home track and 
always will be. I'm going to do anything I can 
to ensure that racing continues here and 
. whenever 1 can, I will be here," said Kristan, a 
second generation winged warrior who cam- 
paigns regularly with the traveling Interstate 
Racing Association (IRA) series. "The IRA is off 
next Saturday (July 12) and we'll be here again. 
I love running on this race track and for these 
fans. I hope they alt come back and bring their 
friends with them." 

In the feature race, Rick Kclsey took the ini- 
tial lead in the sprint main, only to sustain a flat 
tire on lap three coasting into the pits and out of 
contention. Davis, who started sixth in the field, 
took over the lead with Kristan, who started 
alongside him In fifth, in close pursuit. 

■ Kristan and Kelscy battled wing to wing for 
several laps until a front support on Davis' front 
wing broke. The two had swapped the lead sev- 
eral times with Kristan in front on lap 1 1 as the 
caution Hag Hew for Davis' front wing as it final- 
ly broke loose, landing on the track. Davis 
restarted on the rear of the field for causing the 
yellow, then went flying over the berm in turn 
one, road along the bottom and came back up 
and over the berm again in turn two.

Bill Wirth closed on the leader as the laps 
wound down in the 20-lap event, but did not 
have quite enough to catch Kristan. At the check- 
ered flag it was Kristan, Craig Hemmcn, Dan 
Duffield and loe Palmisano in the top-5. For the 



last three, it was their season best finishes. 

"That was exciting," said Nick Simons of 
his IMCA modified win. "I knew Scott 
(Kuxhouse) was right there, and I knew others 
were coming because I could hear the mojors. 
I have to thank the fans for supporting us, my 
sponsors, crew, and the other drivers who 
make it hard to win here, but a lot of fun." 

Mike Simons II, Nick's older brother, 
jumped out in front at the drop of the green 
with Nick in tow. The two battled side-by-side 
several laps all of the way around the one- 
third mile oval. A caution on lap 6 slowed the 
progress, with Scott Kuxhouse working his 
way up from 1 Oth starting position into the top 
five just prior to the yellow flag/ 

Mike Simons maintained the lead with his 
brother and Kuxhouse making it a three-way bat- 
tle up front for several laps as the trio occasional- 
ly went three-wide in the turns. Nick Simons 
then shot to the inside in turn two on lap 13 as his 
brother drifted just high enough to the outside. 

Just as the trio was beginning to encounter 
traffic on lap 16, Kuxhouse shot to the high 
side down the front straightaway, taking the 
lead. A spin in turn two as the leaders came 
around brought out the final yellow flag. 
Kuxhousc's pass was erased according to rac- 
ing rules, putting N. Simons back in front, set- 
ting up a dash to the finish. 

Nick Simons was up to the stiff challenges 
from Kuxhouse, Nick's brother, Mike, and a 
fast-closing Mike Sullivan, who started 12th in 
the 20-car field. At the finish it was Nick 
Simons, Kuxhouse, Mike Simons, Sullivan and 
Ty Webster, who posted a career-best fifth 
place finish.

Leave A Job Without Having Another?

• Most |ob counselors agree that tt is best to have another job lined 
up belore leaving a current employer. Qui that is not always pos- 
sible. Sometime* employers need to downsize without Qiving 
enough notice tor all ol the employees to llnd |obs. At other 
lime's, employees need lo leave employers without having 
another job. 

| An example ol this situation is illegal activity within Ihe organiza- 
tion. The case of an energy company and an accounting lirm 
could be used as a receni illustration. Some ol Ihe employees 
who knew ihe details of that illegal activity could have decided to 
leave the company. Those who slay alter they have knowledge 
ol those shenanigans are In danger ol pioseculion lor contribut- 
ing to Ihe crime. 

In a more- humorous example (here was a small Midwestern 
technology based company that some years ago decided to give 
1 employees the option to buy products thiough payroll deduc- 
tions. Unfortunately, they expanded that program to buy illegal 
drugs through the same process. I would not have wanted to be 
an employee who was a part ol that process when the scheme 
was uncovered. 

There are few situations, other than illegal activity, where leaving 
a job that pays the bills without having a replacement makes 
si: nstj. When an employee makes lhat decision he or she needs 
to make a commitment lo finding a |ob expeditiously. 
The first decision one needs to make Is whether an interim job Is 
needed. For those who need Immediato Income, ihis may be Ihe 
only option available. However, those who choose this option 
have Ihe additional burden ol learning a new job while searching 
lor the permanent |ob. 

Regardless of how the bills are paid, those searching lor a new 
job need to be dedicated to that process, They need lo prepare 
, a resume, llnd available jobs, complete applications, etc Those 
who are working a temporary lull lime job should expect lo spend 
another 20-30 hours per week searching. Those who do not 
have a Job should spend 60-70 hours per week.. 

The time commitment will cut Into social life, hobbles, favorlle tel- 
evision shows and every normal routine. Unfortunately, there 
1 are no other options for those who want lo work, Those who are 
independently wealthy are In a different situation. The rest and 
normalcy will resume when a new job Is found. 

I recently read an article that was written by two |ob counselors. 
They recommended that when an employee decides to make a 
job change lie or she should leave the current job immediately 
and start the job search. For most of us, Ihis Is impractical. 
| However, they made a great observation. Their primary point 
was that searching for a new Job requires full lime dedication. 
Job searches are lime consuming! However, only under rare cir- 
cumstances should one leave a Job belore having another wait- 
ing In Ihe wings. Then, he or she needs to plan lor a strenuous 
and laborious process.' '

After the only change being the addi- 
tion of a Horse Class in 1939, 1940 
brought forth another large change. The 
Antioch Country Fair officially changed Its 
name to the Lake County Fair. 

The year 1941 brought forth the first 
year that the fair was held on a Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, as opposed to 
Thursday; Friday and Saturday. The end 
of 1941 brought our country under attack, 
and officially put a halt to all fairs during 
the coarse of World War D* and aftermath. 

Once the fair returned in 1948, the 
Lake .County Fair Association began 
searching for some stability in the loca- 
tion of the fair. The board decided to move 
the fair to the Wauconda Grade School 
building, making it more successful in 
.displaying certain products and exhibits. 

In 953 William Chandler became ill 
and was replaced as president by £. E. 
Elsburry. These early 50's brought visits 
from Governor Adali E. Stevenson, the 
first Governor from Lake County. While 
everything seemed to be sailing along 
smoothly, major change was just on the 
horizon for the ever growing fair. 

1955 brought forth a landmark year for 
the fair. After increasing exhibitor prices 
to $3.00 per square foot for rental space, 
the fair felt one more move was needed. 
The Lake County Fair Board put Elsburry 
in charge of finding grounds suitable to 
hold the fair. At a special Fair-Board meet- 
ing on April 6, 1955, the members unani- 
mously approved developing 60 acres of 
t land on the comer of Route 45 and Route 
' 120. The fair officially moved into its new 
home for the 1956 Lake County Fair. 

By the 1960's the fair had added a 

rodeo, three evenings of fireworks, an 

^administrative building, two livestock 

1 buildings , three 'exhibit buildings and an 



exposition building. -Admission to the fair 
.was^s^l ^g, cent£ hjit^aji additional §0 
cents would be charged for parking. The 
, new rodeo also came with a one dollar 
charge and the horse and pony shows 
would also cost an additional 75 cents. By 
1963 the fair would raise the prices to 75 
cents for admission. 

The 60's also boosted the number of 
days in the fair up to a five day format, 
going from Wednesday to Sunday. Along 
with adding a new category of tractor 
pulling contests. Catching on quickly, the 
tractor pull jumped from three days to all 
five days by 1963. 

By 1965, the fair just kept growing by 
finishing construction on a $100,000 
building for all the commercial automotive 
exhibits and dining areas. The paid atten- 
dance for that year had climbed all the way 
up to 20,000. The Fair Board wished to 
keep growing until the point where they 
could house all the exhibits in permanent 
facilities 

The 60's came to a close with the 40th 
Anniversaiy in 1968 and several new tro- 
phies added to the list of Fair list of prizes. 
The new trophies awarded everything from 
Best Horticulture to Cattle and Sheep 
awards. 

• The 70's entered with even more 
expansion and growth for the fair, as the 
board agreed to purchase 14 more acres of 
land to the north of the existing grounds 
for $5,500. Going hand in hand with 
•money being spent was the money the fair 
would make each year. To boost this, the 
fair raised admission prices yet again in 
1974 up to two dollars per day. 

The 70's also kick-started one of the 
Lake County Fair's most popular aspects, 
as 1971 hosted the very first Demolition 
Derby put on by Cavalcade of Thrills.

The fair's incredible growth since its 
early beginnings, started growing to a 
national level in 1976. A steer put up for 
auction that year by Mike Grinnell became 
one of the three top animals sold at an auc- 
tion in the U.S. that year. The Black Angus 
steer totaled 1,065 pounds, and was first 
sold to Premier Banks of Illinois for $10 per 
pound and then resold to Peter Baker and 
Sons for $4.60 per pound, totaling $15,549 
for Grinnell. 

By 1978 the 50th Anniversaiy came, and 
much of the fair's growth was put into per- 
spective. Starting out moving fro town to 
town, then finding a permanent residence, 
all the way to erecting 18 buildings on that 



land by the 50th Anniversaiy. 

The next 25 years of the fair 
would follow in the footsteps- of the 
first 50, by simply growing each and 
every year. By 1984 Amateur Talent 
Contests led to a Center Stage perfor- 
mance by six finalists. 

The 80's also brought a change in 
the approach to obtaining queen con- 
testants. Each town from the county 
would select a representative as 
opposed to an open entry format 
Prices also rose up to $3.00 for admis- 
sion and $7.50 for a season pass. 

Construction and renovation con- 
tinued as an Antique Building went 
up in 1989, and the front entrance, or 
"castle", was built in 1992. 

The last five years, on the other 
hand, may have seen more growth 
than any others. In those years the 
fair added: a sixth day to the fair, trol- 
leys, Monster Truck Demonstrations, 
an appearance from the Budwciscr 
Clydesdales, a circus, petting zoo, the 
"fair pig" mascot and a total of seven 
more acres worth of land. 

The theme for the past 75 years of 
the Lake County Fair has been growth. 
Always testing itself by adding new 
shows, categories, prizes and 
grounds, everyone behind the scenes 
has been determined to make the Lake 
County Fair nothing short of a must 
for all Lake County residents. With 
attendence eclipsing 200,000 for the 
six days, it is obvious that the admit- 
tance has been growing as well. As 
Lake County keeps expanding, the fair 
follows that same lead and is sure to 
continue pleasing thousands of people 
each and every year as it has done in

She 
became the CEO of the David Adler 
Cultural Center in Libertyville, helping to 
form one of Lake County's magnificent 
recreational centers. In typical fashion, 
however, Boehm decided to move on and 
start up a business of her own. She creat- 
ed her own company called Balloon 
Productions, In which she works right out 
of her own home and does all sorts of bal- 
loon decor. 

As for her present day involvement 
with the Lake County Fair, it is pretty 
much left to the history books. Boehm, 
however, does make sure to congratulate 
the new queen each year if she is from 
the Libertyville-Mundelein area. As she 
sends her well wishes to the new queen, 
Lake County could only hope that the 
new queen could have the same impact 
on Lake County that Joanne Boehm.
